ONE of the most significant state- 
ments to be issued by any Canadian 
organization since the war began, was 
that made by the Canadian Legion 
last week when it demanded that the 
government set up the machinery now 
to make preparations for the post-war 
period. None know better than the 
members of the Legion how necessary 
it is to undertake the work of plan- 
ning for the after-the-war future. 
Many of the members of that organ- 
ization know that the promise that 
Canada would be made a country fit 
for heroes to live in was not carried 
out after the last war. Indeed, it was 
returned soldiers who coined the jest 
that a man had to be a hero to live in 
Canada in the period when returned 


DR GERSHAW WRITES 
FROM OTTAWA 


A rare and rather historic event 
took place yesterday. The Session in 
the House of Commons was suspended 
for twenty minutes to allow the Prime 
Minister of Australia to address the 
members and visitors in the Gallery. 

Mr King conveyed the warmest of 
welcomes to Mr Menzies and expres- 
sed the great regard he had for him 
personally and his admiration for the 

Australian War effort. The visiting 
Prime Minister spoke calmly but 
very effectively. He described his 
trip to the various parts of the Em- 
pire and to the various countries in 
which War was raging. He spoke of 
the Spartan spirit of Greece and of 
their heroic stand. Particularly did he 
spek of Britain being bombed, tens of 
thousands killed or injured, and wide 
spread destruction in many places. 
He saw the toil-worn common people 
carrying on, determined, resolute, un- 
flinching, even smiling, in the face of 
tragedy, 

For their performance he expressed 
his overpowering admiration. 

“So long as the Dominions stand, 
Great Britain will not fall” he declar- 
ed, amid great applause. He asked 
himself what impression, through all 
his tour, was most lasting. His ans- 
wer was the complete undivided 
Unity in this War. 

“Nothing else matters except that 
when the War is over we will live in 
a free world.” 

The Budget is being fairly well ac- 
cepted by a large majority. There is 
no increase in the Sales Tax although 
there was a lot of buying in anticipa- 
tion of an increase. The tax on _ In- 
comes, gasoline, automobiles, railway 
motor bus and steamship tickets, 
moving picture admissions, sugar, 
horse racing, wines, beer, sparkling 
wines, soft drinks, playing cards, 
cosmetics, cigarette lighters, cigar- 
ette tubes, building material, games 
and puzzles have been increased or 
newly applied. 

Duty on many articles coming from 
Great Britain, has been drastically re- 
duced, 

One of the members of Parliament 
made an exhaustive study of condi- 
tions in Newfoundland, He gave a 
very interesting report of what he had 
found although he was acting entirely 
“on his own. He spent some time go- 
ing around the island, The people are 
nearly all of French or British des- 
cent. There are three great rivers, a 
great supply of iron ore and an abun- 
dant supply of Pulpwood, They have 
no land taxes or municipal taxes. The 
streets are not well kept. There are 
no street lights, no library and the 
schools are run by the churches, They 
are afraid of taxation, The island is 
managed by a Commission of Seven, 
the Governor and three others are ap- 
pointed by Great Britain and the 
others are natives of the island ap- 
pointed by the three British Com: 
missioners, 

The price of goods in the average 
store is much higher than prices of 

the same ‘goods in Canada. Corn 
Flakes cost 17c a box and Gillett’s Lye 
twenty cents a tin. The people of 
Newfoundland who have come to live 
in Canada are for Confederation. 
There would seem to be some advan- 
tages to both sides if Canada were to 
take Newfoundland into the Dominion

It must not be allowed to happen 
again, War is a grim and terrible way 
of learning lessons, but the lesson to 
be learned from war should not be 
lost. As the editor of Saturday Night 
said in a recent issue of that influent- 
ial weekly, many Canadians are be- 
wildered when they see the country 
raising and spending well over a bil- 
lion dollars a year on war, when it 
was impossible to get a quarter of that 
amount to spend on construction work 
for the unemployed five years ago. 

But there is no need for such _ be- 
wilderment. The reason it can be 
done now is that the nation is united 
on the imperative social purpose of 
destroying the menace of Hitlerism. 
If the nation will unite in the same 
way to prevent poverty for anyone af- 
ter the war, that social purpose will 
also be accomplished. National organ- 
izations like the Canadian Legion can 
make a great contribution to arousing 
in the minds of Canadians the deter- 
mination thtt it shall be done. 

There is no place in Canada today 
for people who are not determined 
that the war shall be won. But on the 
other hand, loyalty to Canada at this 
time which does not include a deter- 
mination that never again shall this 
great rich nation see poverty stalk 
through the land, is not complete loy- 
alty. -—The People’s Weekly.

‘Prophet’ Recalls Prediction 
Says Hess Trip Fulfilled 


HARRY SNIDER POINTS TO 
STATEMENT PUBLISHED 
LAST NOVEBER 11 
— ili 
—SAYS WAR ENDS SOON— 

Harry Snider, 60-year-old Russian 
born amateur prophet, read Tuesday 
of tthe sensational flight to Britain of 


Rudolph Hess, Hitler's crony and 
right-hand man, and said triumphant- 
ly— “I told you so!” 


And he quoted from his prediction 
he made one night more’ than six 
months ago’ to a Journal reporter— 

“A great man will go to England 
from Germany and give tremendous 
aid in speeding the Lritish victory.” 

That forecast was published in The 
Journal, November 11, 1940, along 
with Mr Snider's prophecy that this 
war will end on August 31 of this, 
year an dthat Hiller and three other 
dictators will die of violence within 
a week of that time. 

Sure Hess is Man— 

His deep, glowing dark eyes filled 
with fire and conviction, Mr Snider 
declared ‘Tuesday he is convinced the 
‘great man’ of his vision is Hess, No. 
3 Nazi and long time intimate of Hit- 
ler, whose dramatic parachute arrival 
in Scotland as a presumed fugitive 
from the Nazi hierarchy is being hail- 
ed already as an event that may al- 
ter the whole course of the war. 

The former livestock buyer and 
later a member of the part-time staff 
of the civic garage, now unemployed, 
lives at 10106, 95 st. with his wife 
and five children. He came to Canada 
from Russia in 1912, 

Mr Snider who says he _ forsees 
world events by projecting his mind 
into the future in a telepathic process 
he has been perfecting since boyhood 
days in Russia, said he is certain in 
his innermost mind that Hess went 
to Britain to help beat Hitler—and he 
stood by his former prediction that 
the war will end on August 31, 1941. 

“It will end with Britain and the

United States triumphant, and Hitler 
and three other dictators will be dead 
of assassination within a week—not 
later than Sept. 7,” he said. 

“Sees” Hitler Dead— 

“I have seen, so clearly that I can- 
not put it out of my mind, a vision of 
Adolph Hitler lying dead, slain by his 
own people, and three other dictators 
lying lifeless, 

“Il predict again that the war will 
be followed by six years of world- 
wide strife and trouble—and then a 
long, long period of peace and fellow- 


ship.” 


He said, as he did last year, that 
Germany will have seized or conquer- 
ed a total of 20 nations before it meets 
downfall trying to invade the 21st— 
Britain, 

He said he has had no vision to 
show whether the United States will 
enter the war as a belligerent. 

Last year William Walker, chauf- 
feur for Mayor Fry, said Mr Snider 
predicted the Dunkerque evacuation 
several weeks before it happened. 

Others have said the grey haired 
Russian, a naturalized British subject 
since 1922, forecast the abdication of 
Edward VIII long before the first 
whisper of the crisis that brought it 
on,

FEEDING THE LAWN 


LETHBRIDGE EXPERIMENTAL 
STATION 


The maintenance of a thrifty and 
luxuriant lawn is based primarly on 
the combined use of fertilizers and a 
uniform soil moisture supply. The 
healthy dark green colour and dense 
turf of the lawns at the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station demonstrates 
this principle. 

Fertliizing lawns at this Station is 
a simple procedure. It consists of ap- 
plying barnyard manure in the late 
fall and harrowing down the lumps 
while they are still moist in the early 
spring. Son thereafter they are raked 
with the idea of not only removing 
the excess strawy residue but rather 
to incorporate the short manure into 
the lawn, Somewhat later in the sea- 
son, commercial fertilizers are ap- 
plied. 

The time of application and the sel- 
ection of commercial] fertilizers de- 
pends largely on the condition of the 
gress. If the lawn is vigorous and 
healthy in the spring, ammonium phos- 
phate is applied at the rate uf 150 Ibs. 
per acre once during each rionth of 
May, June and July. However, if the 
grass is slow to grow in the spring or 
if it has been thinned out by the dry- 
ing effects of the chinook winds dur- 
ing winter, the use of a nitrogen car- 
rying fertilizer such as ammonium 
sulphate is recommended. This fert- 
ilizer is applied in late April at the 
rate of 200 pounds per acre. Its use 
promotes rapid root and top develop- 
ment and also imparts a dark green 
colour to the grass. Furthermore, 
when stimulated in this way, the 
grass quickly form sa dense turf and 
may thus crowd out young dandelions 
and other weed seedlings. Quite often 
a second application of ammonium 
sulphate is made in early June. To 
counteract the effects of nitrogen and 
to harden off the grass plants before 
the fall frosts occur, an application 
of ammonium phosphate is given ab- 
out mid July. 

Commercial fertilizers such as 
phosphate and sulphate of ammonia 
are caustic to vegetation and _ will 
burn lawn grass if they fall on the 
foliage. Therefore it is of consider- 
able importance to water the lawn and 
wash the fertilizer into the soil soon 
after it is applied. Applying just be- 
fore a rain or irrigation is a good 
practice, 

Plants can make use of the food in 
the soil or in fertilizers only when 
they are supplied with adequate and 
uniform soil moisture. Hence a garden 
hose with an unlimited water supply 
is a boon, and flood irrigation facilit- 
ies a blessing. However, regardless 
of the system of irrigation used, the 
fact that a long and thorough soaking 
is essential, cannot be over-emphas- 
ized. 


TIMELY HINTS 


TO PROTECT SHRUBS 
FROM CATS and DOGS 

Flowers and shrubs in gardens 
and porches can be protected 
against damage by cats and dogs by 
the simple use of a dilute nicotine 
sulphite spray. The spray is harm- 
less but the smell is very offensive 
to these animals, even when so thin- 
ly applied that persons are unaware 
of its presence. 

Nicotine sulphite may be bought at 
any seed or drug store and should be 
used at the rate of one half teaspoon- 
ful to a gallon of water. The spray 
evaporates and should be renewed 
after the rain. In ordinary weather 
spraying evvery two weeks is suffi- 
cient. 


WHITE-WASHING HINTS 

White-wash is cheap, readily av- 
ailable, sanitary and easy to apply. 
It protects the surface and brightens 
up dark interiors. 

The surface to be white-washed 
should be free from dirt, dust, grease 
and scaly material. A stiff brush may 
be used to clean the surface. Just be- 
fore teh white-wash is applied, the 
surface should be slightly dampened. 
White-wash is easy to apply with a 
brush ,but a sprayer may be used. 
Use a wide brush, working rapidly, 
and do not attempt to “brush out” 
white-wash as is done with paint. Un- 
der ordinary conditions, one gallon of 
white-wash wil leover approximately 
225 square feet of wood, 180 square 
ffeet of brick and 270 square feet of 
plaster.

Dear Mother— Well I got your last ; 
parcel O. K. and it came at a very, 


good time, We just got back from a. 


three day scheme during which

am still chewing on the gum. The tob- 
acco I am keeping as a reserve for 
sometime when cigarettes fail me. I 
| do sometimes miss two or three pack- 
| ages in a row. You asked about the 
socks, I can sure use them once in a 
while and I don’t mind what they are 
like as long as they work,

Your letters were dated Feb. 9th 
; and 18th, You asked about the bomb: 
ing — we have had none in this dist- 
rict all winter. Night before last 1 
was on picket from 12 to 3 a.m. and 
you could hear several “Jerry” planes 
flying over head, and the antt-air- 
craft guns were booming fiercely, 
yet they didn’t drop anything around 
here. “Jerry” planes have a distinct 
sound to their motor which you can 
always distinguish. It is a “whoo-00” 
“whoo-oo0” in stead of the even sound 
of our motors, At night you can see 
bunches of bright gleams in the sky 
spray out and start to drop and then 
go out. That is the shrapnel from the 
Ack Ack guns. The sound of the guns 
comes seconds, sometimes even min- 
utes, depending on the distance away, 
after the shower of sparks, 
this and hear guns most any night. 

1 have been in many parts of Lon- 
don since the big raids there, and 
the damage is very small compared 
to the number of buildings— every- 
thing carries on as usual. One thing 
that is very heartbreaking is to see 
all the people spending their nights 
in the “tubes” for air raid protection. 
They always look so helpless and it 
gets very monotonous spending every 
evening in a shelter — not that I 
| ever did it, but I've been out with 
London girls and they have described 
the combination of fear and boredom. 
| I should have a roll of snapshots 
| back tomorrow and if it turns out, 
there is a snap of me in my riding 
helmet on the roll— also one of Cecil 
so maybe you'll get them next letter. 

I am on orderly room duty tonight, 
and we have a big inspection by some 
big shot tomorrow, I hope it goes offf 
O, K. I spent all day, even though it 
is Sunday, polishing, washing and 
painting my bike. I get off here at 8 
in the morning and will have to dash 
home and clean up, read for vehicle 
and billet inspection in the morning, 
and inspection of the personnell, 
(that’s us) in the afternoon. 

I was out with a swell girl Monday 
night at a town up near the Artillery 
where I was attached for the scheme. 

We no longer play Friday night for 
dances, as some English troops took 
over the Canadian canteen we played 
for, so I suppose they'll have an Eng- 
lish orchestra if they have dances at 
all, 

Say Mom, if you ever run across 
that snapshot of me taken at Water- 
ton when Windy and I were down, 
sitting on the horse, would you send 
it to me. I have to show these Eng- 
lishmen that I’m really from the west. 
Don't send any of the others as I want 
them saved, and I'd only lose them 
over here, Also sometime I wouldn't 
mind a couple of packages of Menthol 
cigs, as you can’t get them over here. 
You can’t get weiners either, is there 
such a thing as canned weiners that 
you could send sometime? 

I can always use some slotted razor 
blades, also haven't had a can of pea- 
nut butter for a long time. Your par- 


‘eels are always swell, hope you don't 


mind me asking for things. Most 
things are fine once in a while for a 
change, but I wish you'd slip some 
razor blades into every parcel. 

I think I’d better sign off now, will 
try and write a little more steady 
than I have been,
